She poinded heavily 
and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that part of her orew were rescued 
Two seamen were drowned. Just as 
the last man was taken off the ship 
burst forth In a blaze aod Friday nighl 
was still burning. 

Shortly after eight o'clock the big 
steamer was first noticed from shor 
coming In. 8he was laboring hard i 
the heavy seas and as she bore dow 
toward the harbor she sent up signal 

Two tugs tried to get out to her, but 
were beaten off by the seas and finally 
were forced to return within the 
breakwaters, 80 heavily laden was 
the Wallula that she rolled and rocked 
and finally the crew entirely lost con- 
trol of her.

From the shore the fire appeared to be 
largely in the vessel's interior, and 
continued to burn until darkness fell. 
The rescued seamen were eared for on 
shore. 

The Wallula was owned by Thomas 
Wilson, of this city, and was valued at 
•90,000. She carried an unusually large 
eago of ore, the value of which is not 
known. The vessel is insured for 875,- 
000. She was In command of Capt. 
Holmes. Capt. Holmes said Friday 
evening that the storm was the worst 
he had encountered for many yeara 
The fact that the Wallula was so 
heavily freighted made her unweildly 
and it became impossible to navigate.

Washington, Nov. 14.— There is 
more solicitude over Cuban affairs 
among high government officials than 
they are willing to admit Fltzhugh 
Lee's report to President Cleveland is 
guarded cloaely, but an impression 
prevail* that enough ha* been told to 
render it probable that this adminis- 
tration may get Into serious trouble 
with Spain before its termination. it 
is known that (Jen.

While Gen. Lee is believed, from 
an impartial and military stand- 
point, to lean toward the Span- 
ish troops in the Island, it is 
said he has laid before this govern- 
ment also facts to show that American 
interests in Cuba will shortly be ruined 
completely unless Cleveland takes de- 
cisive action.

In the evei 
war with Spa-in the United States has 
nothing to fear. Our standing army of 
25,000 men la perhaps better than anj 
other of its size in the world.

Uritain. 

Under the third head the tribunal is 
directed to examine all tho facts nec- 
essary to decide the controversy re- 
garding the territory known to belong 
to the United Netherlands Bnd the 
kingdom of Spain when (ireat Uritain 
acquired Guiana. 

Under the fourth hen 1 it is provided 
that the arbitrators shall ascertain 
all the facts necessary to arrive at 
a proper decision. They must be gov- 
erned in their findings by throe short 
rules, the most Important of which 
provides a prescription of M years. 
The arbitrators may give effect to the 
rights of settlers. In Mtabllahi&g the 
facts tho ordinary rules of law shall 
prevail.
